Lexington, Ky., Sept. 4. — As the 
result of the killing of four men 
within five days of each other, re- 
caatly oa White Oak ereak, Morgaa 
coaaty, Ky., lattara raaalvad bar* 
to-day indicate that a coaditloa ap^ 
preaching actual civil war exists in 
that locality between certain promi- 
nent famlliea who are rivals In bus- 
ln(>88 and politics there. The prop- 
erty of both aldaa la being destroy- 
ed, aad waralasi feaiM baaa taaaad 
by each side to tha dUar aoft to op- 
erate In that parttealar . dlatrlet 
again. The authorities seem pow- 
erless to cope with the situation. 

The four men killed have all met 
death within the last month. They 
were Leek White, killed In a duel 
with Buddy White In the court 
boaaa yard at ialyaravlUa; Buddy 
White and Jaa. Harper, ahot ao 
badly by Leek White thtft they died 
In a I.i'xInKtnn hospital, and .Teffer- 
son Hrov\n, shot through the heart 
by Sheriff Cottle, of West Liberty, 
when Cottle attempted to arrest 
Brown. 

Sheriff CotUa .waa tekaa to the 
Waat Liberty Jail tor aafakaaplag. 
as Brown's friends are said to have 

been greatly Incensed and planned 
summary vengeance ai;aln»t the 
Sheriff. Subsequent dovelnprnents 
mIiow that when Jeff Hrown was 
killed by Sheriff Cottle, a notice was 
tacked up oa aoma timber where he 
had baaa worklag, whieh read: 
"If you want to live, don't work the 
tram-road any more." All of the 
trouble arose over disputed lines 
between the farms of the Whites 
and Browns. Brown was a one- 
arm man, and Sheriff Cottle shot 
him through the heart. Sheriff Cot- 
tle aad hla dapatlaa hava baaa aotl- 
fled to Btaar ekar. ot that aactloa 
since. 

, The tram-road built by mill hands 
to remove timber from the Brown 
farm had been dest roved. It is al- 
leged, by the slain man's relatives 
and friends. It was rebuilt by mill 
handa a few daya ago and ent up a 
seeoad tima aad throwa lata the 
creek. Threats were then posted 
warning all not to rebuild the road 
on pain of death. 

Following the posting of these 
notices, which were nailed up with 
46 Colta revolvers, an armed mob 
paraded tha eraak Tallay aad "ahot 
up" tba highway: ao auuor ahota 
being flrad, aaya the report, that It 
made almost a contlnnona roar. 
The people of tbat section, the let- 
ters state, are In terror of their 
lives, and as the Sheriff and his dep- 
uties are said to be afraid to ven- 
ture Into that end of the county, 
further' hloodahad aad daatraetloa 
ot property ia taarad. 

Lexington citlsens have been ap- 
pealed to for aid by residents of 
that section in the letters received 
here bringing news of the lawless 
condition of affairs In that section, 
and a revenue man arriving here 
from Morgan couaty laat alght eor> 
roboratea tha tanoriaad atata of ao- 
clety In that part of Morgaa eouaty, 
which Is remote from a railroad or 
telephone or telegraph communica- 
tion, and ronseniientlv news filters 
through with difllculty.

Santiago l)e Cuba, Bapt. 4. — 
President Taft's recent message to 
Congress, asking that It be deter- 
mlaai whether tha Bpaal shmen-of- 
wartank la tha battle ot Baatlago, 
thirtaen years age, ahonld be given 
away, and Secretary Knox's opinion 
that the wrecks t).>lnnK to the Unit- 
ed States, have revived speculation 
here as to the poaalbUlty ot vafloat- 
ing^tbe shlpa. 

Bnglnaera who have atadled the 
loeatloa ot tha thraa battlaahtpa 
and two torpMto boata; ara tba 
opinion that their salvage la prac* 
tirable, and would warrant the ex- 
pense of saving the hulks. 

Seven miles west of the narrow 
mouth to Santiago Harbor lies the 
first of Cevera'a battleahlps, the 
Almlraata Oqaando. Bha ta beached 
In tha hreakara ot Jaaa Goaialaa, 
with about one-third of her hulk 
visible above the white tops. 

Long ago she was strliiped of 
every portatde artule by wreckers 
who braved a watery grave for the 
prisaa she waa reputed to have held. 
They took everything they could 
pry iftoae, Ineludlng, report haa It, 
many thousands of golden colna 
from the ship's safe. Recent in- 
spection has shown that the Almi- 
rante Oquendo was sacked even of 
the rmtrWMMl balTber flxtaraa la 
place. 

Admiral Canrara'a flagahip, the 
VlMsaya, Ilea eight mllaa farther 
down tha rocky coast, aa mueh a 
victim to the depredatlona of ocean 
Junkmen as the Oquendo. A third 
of her form breaks the land line, 
and it Is believed there would be 
comparatively little difficulty in re- 
covering her, with other shlpa of 
the Spaalah fleet, alt b — g b aha 
would be eatlrely worthleaa, tt la 
thought, aa a veaael ot war. 

Nearly two hours' aall from the 

Vlzcaya, at Rio Torquino, forty- 
eight miles from this city, Is the 
third of the four Spanish shlpa, the 
Christobal Colon. The Colon has 
beea praaanred from tha haad of the 
vandal by four fathoma ot water 
above her. Locked In her safe thar; 
Is said to be a large amount of 
nioiicy; aboard her nothing has 
been illsturbed since she was si- 
lenced by American guns and run 
ashore to prevent capture. 

The water la comparatively deep 
at the polat where aha Ilea aubmarg- 
ed. and the land riaaa abruptly from 
the sea, a sheerpreciplc a ot eoa- 
siderahle proportions. Her salvage 
would probably be the most difficult 
of the three, engineers assert. 

The history of the fourth vessel 
of the fleet, the Infante Marie Tere- 
sa, Is well kaowB. She waa floated 
by Lleuteaaat Rlchmoad,P. Hobaon, 
of Merrimac fame, and loat In tow 
of an American war vessel on her 
way to an American port during a 
siinall off Cat Island In the West 
Indies. Engineers have decreed ber 
unworthy of a aacead attempt at 
salvage. 

The two aaeoadary ♦ aaai l i ot Ad- 
miral Cervera'a fleet, the torpedo 
boats Furor and Pluton, lie sub- 
merged not far from the harbor en- 
trance. The safe of the I'hiton and 
easily ]U)rtal)le articles from her 
deck and cabins have been recover- 
ed. The Furor is praatleally undis- 
turbed. Both lie la comparatively 
shallow water.

Havana, Sept. ».— The work on 

tlic wri-rk I'f tli<- MaiiiP lias not yet 
gone beyond the experimental stape. 
If one studies cioielr the different 
teclts Mng talten to carry out tlie 
plan of the cofferdam and to Htiae 
the wreck or that part of it which 
VHB not damated by the exploilon. 
While the general plan «f inilldlnR 
a roffordain around tho wicik and 
punipinx out the watt r iiint mud 
hai been Kenerally followed, the mi- 
nor deUita. aucb aa making the cof- 
ferdam tight and atrong, and aMe 
to withaund the outalde preaaure 
of tlie water, have jjroven Kreater 
than the averago iieiaon will im- 
agine. 

In the first place, many of the cir- 
cular calRsong forming the coffer- 
dama were very badly driven. Ona 
gave gave entirely before pumping 
waa started. Theae alaba of piling 
are 75 feet long. The water about 
the wrecic is about 85 feet deep. The 
soft Bllme and mud is 10 or 15 feet 
iMiiH'. uihI this leaves but 2" feet of 
the piles In firmer clay and haid- 
pan at the bottom of the harbor. Ab 
tbe water was pumped lower in tbe 
cofferdam the preanre from tbe out- 
aide Increaaed, and as tbe preiaara 
on the calasona Increaaed the drcn- 
lar affairs gave In, taking an oval 
form to a sIlRht extent. not noticeable 
to the eye. but clearly shown by the 
teat lines set. This trouble the en- 
glne«n tried to obviate by dumping 
l«ek en tbe top oC th* calaaona i.nd 
UMlfit the Inside #all» of tbe eof- 
feindsnt. The water pumped down to 
Cba IS-fOot level, showed tbe weak- 
ness of the cofferdam, and with rock 
dumped iaalde, made the work of 
yoflifiav oat aote mii4 daaferopa. 



The etiKineera may be able to 
take (lut a few feet more, but thoy 
will hardly atteni|.t to dear the 
basin of mud and water, as the jilan 
was originally announced. The alt 
part of the wreck which suffered lit- 
tle from tbe eiploaloa — tbe ship 
being literally cut in two-r-wtll have 
to be floated, and to do thU all the 
bulkheads must be made abaolnte- 

ly secure. 

That pohtlon of tbe wreck can be 
towed to an American port and the 
people, who will spend clns? to a 
mlllloa dollars In raising It. may 
be given an oportnnlty of viewing 
what remains of the ill-fated veuel. 

The forward part of the ship is 
notbliin but junk, even to the bot- 
tom plates, not even a unin'l con- 
nection holdlriK the how to the af- 
ter part. The ileitructlon was so 
complete that it la dlfllcult to iden- 
tify many of the pieces, even thoueh 
tbe naval constructor here baa a 
model of tbe original ahip with 
which to compare the pieces. There 
Is no chance to find any of the re- 
mains of those who 'vere In this 
part of the ship, as tliev luive un- 
doubtedly been swept away with the 
tides and storms of yeara. 

Much mud and wreckage remains 
In the bold of the after part of the 
ship, and this is being removed, the 
water tight compartments enabling 
the workmen to go below the prea- 
ent water surface. >fany of those 
eneaeed on the work think thn 
wreck will he towed to some Ameri- 
can port, even to the Canal Exposi- 
tion* at Syn Franclaeo. The raising 
of the Maine, at leant tbe eapenaive 
manner In which the work Is being 
done, is the result of the sentiments 
of American jwople and it is not 
thought that the people will permtt 
the wreck lielng taken out to deep 
water and sunk before they have 
had a chance to see it.

New York, Aug. 81.' — A race of 
people who had never before beheld 
a white man ur an Indian has been 
discovered In the Arctic regions of 
BriUsh Columbia by Vilhjmar Stef- 
ansaon, leader of the Amerlean Mu- 
{ sum's sclentifle expedition, which 
left here in April, 1908, aoeording 
to a letter received from him In 
Hrookl.vn to-day. 

His letter, dated "Mouth of the 
Dease River, October IS, 1910." is 
tbe Srst intelligenee reeelved from 
the party within a year. 

Stefanaaon aaya: 

"We have dlaoovered people in a 
region suppoaed to be uninhabit- 
ed and have lived a few months 
among people who had never seen a 
white man or an Indian (though 
.they had heard of both), and did 
not even know I was not as HUti- 
mo. BO little were tb«y Informed on 
what white men are like. We have 
discovered Eskimo (in speech and 
habits) who are Scandinavians in 
appearance. 

"This find is the beginning of the 
solution of one Of two problems: 

"What became of aome of Frank- 
lin'a men? 

"What became of tbe S.OOO Scan- 
dinavlana, who dlaappeared from 
Greenland in the fifteenth century? 

"Or, if neither of these questions 
is to be answered, then we have in- 
troduced a new problem of scientific 
Interest: Why do some of the peo- 
ple of Victoria Lan^ differ from the 
reat of their raeeT Why are thay 
so European In type? We bav* dla-' 
covered the BoaeXlateaee of a stream 
wblch the maps make the size of 
the Hudson rtver — when the river 
La BoMlaM AlMppaaia tmt^ ttm 



map, I shall feel I have don* aome 

housecleanlng. 

"W'e have found a certain cape to 
be an Island, and a certain island 
to be a cape; we know the source 
of Rae river, of which the mouth 
and loweat 10 mtlea wara aaen by 
Dr. Rae. And a few otber odd tbinga 
we have done that are In tbe na- 
ture of discoveries. But, of course, 
If we deserve any credit It will be 
more for our routine work than for 
any discoveries properly so called." 

Stefanaaon left New York on the 
preaent expedition In 'April. 1908. 
Hla priaelpal pnrpoaa waa to atndy 
the different tribea of Eskimo In the 
Northweat, and more especially an 
unknown tribe living In Vtetorla 
Land. 

The explorer is about 3 3 years 
old and a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity. He is more than alz feet 
tall, of robuat pbyalque, aad baa 
devoted many yeara to aathropo- 
logical reaearcb. ' particularly among 
the Eskimo of the Northwest. 

Stefansson waa accompanied by 
Dr. R. M. Anderson, of Harvard. 
Durins the long, dreary Journey to 
the land of the midnight aun the 
party met with many a bardabip. 
the explorer wrttea. Onee. when 
the food avppllea ran out and no re- 
lief waa In eight, he says, they ate 
the sMns from their fur clothing. 
In midwinter in 1909 Or. Anderson 
fell ill of pneumonia, and lay for a 
month too ill to be moved.

then, on remoring tha cold, tha 
cauae of the interruption, I have 
aeaa them reanimated. So far as I 
can prophesy now. lower forms of 
life can be suspended for an Indefi- 
nite period, without being entirely 
slain. 

"My most aatlsfi^c^ry exiieri- 
ments have been made with fresh 

water tish. I have been able to 
freexe them through and through, 
and then thaw them, without ilieir 
dying. One (lav, ai tl)e I 'nl\ ■ isity 
of (ieneva. I imi Js lish In a leep 
glass bowl. 1 loft them 24 hours in 
water at freezing point; then, by 
gradually freeatng, «• wavauUia to 
form a single compact cake of ica 
with the fish Inclosed in It. Tiy 
continuing freezing we reduced the 
tempeiature of tliis block to 20 de- 
grees centigrade (4 Fahrenheit) be- 
low zero. We broke off n piece of 
the glass and removed the Ica from 
one of tha flab. It was so brittle 
that it broke eaaily Into tiny placaa, 
as if it were itself made of ice. Two 
months later we slowly began to 
melt this ice In which the tish were 
Inclosed. The fish, restored to their 
normal slate, be^an lo swim about 
as If notliing had happeneil. ■ 

"With ordinary carp the experi- 
ment doea not aucceed at tempera- 
tures lower thaa SO degrees (flonti- 
grade) below sero. Frogs, how- 
ever, can stand a coagulation of 2S 
degrees (centigrade) below zero 
without dviiir: <-eiiii|ii'(lis (an stand 
."lO degrees I ceiilijii ade) lieiow zero; 
snails, stiil more resistant, have en- 
dured without dying a cold from) 
110 to 130 degreea (centlgrada) be- 
low sero during many days. Com- 
ing back up the animal scale, we 
submitted guinea pigs, dogs and 
rabbits to Intense cold. A dog was 
able to stand a teiiiiieratine of 1 1 0 
(lepreea I centigrade) below zero 
for one hour without dying. 

"All these researches," concludes 
the profaaaor, "have convinced me 
that tbe atudy of vital phenomena 
by the systematle use of low tem- 
|)erature8 will parmit us to clasglfy 
life as among the constant forces of 
nature — a force ever present and 
all pervading, waiting only the 
proper organic conditions In order 
to enter a seemingly dead mgsa and 
animata it" — [Paria Cor, Ohleago 
Nawa.

"The expression "heat of battle' la 
more than a mere poetic Qgure of 
■peech descriptive of the fierce glow of 
emotloii the aoldler feela wben !□ the 
midat of conflict," anld a soutbem aol- 
dler who was au offlcer under Colonel 
Moabf. "It descrll)ea exactly tha aen- 
Blble, physical condition the aoldler 
feela, no matter what the temperature 
may b«. 

"That thla la true waa evidenced by 
my own experience during the war be- 
tween the atatea. It was to Febmary, 
1804. and Colonel llMby. with some 
tinndred of us. was csmptd OMr Up- 
perTllle. a Tillage In Virginia aboot 
thirty miles soutb of BaciNm Psfiy. 
X«ts on* afternoon our leader ne^Ted 

• dispateb from QeneraJ Lee to make 
a foreed march that night and attack 

• twdy of iradenil troope t^t was ata* 
tioned on Loodoo heights^ wUch over* 
look Harpen Ferry. The weather was 
Utter ooM. the eoMeet that had heen 
kaowa te that aectlon for many years. 
Dke mereaty was ooqoettlnf around 
■sro. a sis laeb fall of snow, half mel^ 
ed and Croaea again, made the roads 
almost U i p aaeah l e, and a atiff aorth 
LWlnd. added to theae other ertls, nude 
the oatlook tor a pleasant daab of 
thirty BtUee a meet dismally improb- 
able one. 

"It was about sunset wben. muffled 
to the eyee against the blt^g frost and 
bitter wind, onr column left camp at 
Upperrllle. For the Orat ten miles our 
squadron, made up of vetemns Innred 
to all manner of hardships, did not 
■nITer much, and occasionally some one 
would even essay a Joke. Uot In the 
second ten miles the cold, that bad 
slowly eaten Ita way throu;;b overcoat 
and jacket and shirt, be^uii to bite Into 
our bodies. To reHlore life (u our nuinb 
lega we would fake our feet from the 
Btlrrups and let tlieiii bunt; uiilll the 
circulation was restored— nn old trick 
with those compelled to ride much In 
the cold— and we woula keep our 
Iinnds and arms In some tiieasiire 
warm by heating tiwm against our 
bodies or elapptBg them eererely to- 
gether. 

"The second ten was bad enough. I 
say, bat the last was— well, a polar 
nightmare. The vitality seemed to be 
froxen out of man and beast. For 
bonra the horses stumbled through 
the snow bearii>g a troop as silent as 
the dead save for an occasional 
thumping of some poor devii'ti half 
frozen arms against his side as he 
sought to restore life to the deadened 
limbs. When 1 took uiy feet out of 
the stirrups to help the circulation I 
iwoald have to take my bands and lift 
my legs np to get the feet back in 
place, ae tapt la tfi eaaaatlea were 
they. 

"At length about 8 o'clock In the 
momlog we saw the lights of the et>- 
emy's picket Ores and could distin- 
guish the muffled forms of the sentries 
as they jwced their beats. There was 
a small strip of woods that ran to 
(Within a hundred or less yiirds of the 
Federal camp, and in this we formed 
tor the attni k. My hands were so 
cold that I was unable to cock the 
bamroers of my revolvers with my 
thumb, but was com()elled to effect It 
wlch my teeth, holding the pistol be- 
tween my uumbed Usts and drawing 
back the hammer by gripping It In my 
teeth and pulling it back ontll It 
caught 

"At length all whs In readlnpi^s. As 
I sat there, barely able to gnisp my 
revolvers, the 'Chnrger rang out. and 
the neTt moment we were in the midst 
of the enemy, who were too astounded 
at an attack on such a bitter nl^ht to 
offer much resistance and for the most 
part fled down to Harpers Ferry to 
the main body. Some of them, how- 
ever, put up a stout fight for men 
awakened from warm sleep to fight to 
the death in the bitter iilgbf air, and 
for a couple of minutes we bad all we 
could do, but It was soon over, and 
we were in possession of the camp. 

"When I came to myself I found I 
waa sitting with one leg thrown OTsr 
the pummel of my saddle^ my over- 
coat and Jacket flung wide open, while 
my shirt, opened to the last button, 
allowed a grateful lero sapbyr to play 
upon my bare sweating breast. In 
my band, from which I bad pulled the 
glove, moist with sweat, I was hold- 
ing my hat, with which I was vigor- 
OQsly fanning myselt. 

"And Ism tbao five mhiates before I 
had been so chilled that bsd I been In 
a comfortable bouse with a pbyslcian 
at band be would have Oiled me fnll 
of hot drinks, wrapped me In blankeu 
DDd kept me In be4 e coople of days. 

"No," conclndsi &e veteran, "the

When William Wirt was engaged In 
writing the memoirs of Patrick Henry 
ho turned for luformotion to Thomas 
Jefferson, who hud been associated 
with the oi'ntor for many years, ask- 
ing his aid In furnlsliing biographical 
material for the work. Tin- correspond- 
ence lictwcen W Irt aii.l .Ic'lTerson, pub- 
lished In the Teni sylvanlii Magazine 
of History and Illoi;rMphy, from the 
manuscript collection of .lohn (Jrlbbel. 
has a decidedly Interesting passage 
showing the oplnlcn JelTcrson held 
about his famous <-<iIlcague. In answer 
to Wirt's first recpiest .lefTerson re- 
plli'S with an assent and adds a gen- 
eral and unfavorable summary of 
Henry's cbarnctcr: 

"He waa i-crtaliily the man who ^-ave 
the first impulse to tin- ball of revolu- 
tion, were I to give his chamcter In 
general terms. It would be of mixed 
aspect I think be was the best 
humored man in society I almost ever 
knew, and the greatest orntor thst 
ever lived- he had u consumate knol- 
edge of the human heart, which di- 
recting the efforts of his eloquence 
enabled bim to attain a degree of pop- 
ularity wltb tbe people at large never 
perhapa oqaalled. hto Judgment In 
other mattere waa Inaeenrate. In ma^ 
ters of tow tt waa not worth a copper: 
he waa avaridooa A rotten hearted 
his two gieat paaslons were the love 
of monoy * of fame: bat when these 
came into eompetUlon the former pre- 
domlnatod.

Battleships wear coats of stoat sr- 
mor plate, as everybody knows, but 
everybody does not know that they 
wear undergarmentt which are pro- 
duced chiefly from cocoanuts. Tour 
moot powerful man-of-war is really a 
very delicate object and requires 
special underclothing so that some 
vital parts of its anatomy may not be 
come too cold and so that other equal 
iy vital portions may not become tot. 
boL 

From stem to stem, which Is anotber 
way of saying from head to toe, your 
enormous Hur>er- Dreadnought Is envel- 
oped In an undergarment placed Im- 
mediately behind its topcoat or armor 
plate. This is Its special mackintosh, 
or, rather, waterproof, which acts aa a 
protection from flre us well as water. 

In the ordinary way If a shot pierced 
the side of a battleship water would 
pour in at the hole and possibly the 
ship might sink, but this Is obviated 
by providing a hocking to tbe armor. 
Great secrecy Is kept In the various 
navies regarding the material used and 
Its arrangement 

In many of the latest battleships, 
however, the costing Is made of cellu- 
lose, which again is obtained from tbe 
fibrous cocoanut rind. Cellulose pos- 
sesses the peculiar property of swell- 
ing Immediately if It comes In cont.-xct 
with salt wafer. Therefore the moment 
that water pours In at a hole at tbe 
ship's side tbe o^llulose almost in- 
btaiiCly expdCiuS qmI iiu ^^iuHea the aiief- 
ture.

A man-of-war has its vitality enor- 
mously diminished If certain portions 
of It become too cold, in much the 
same way as Its human tenants. Ac- 
cordingly Its boiler and steam pipes 
are clothed with "Jackets." In some 
cases the Jackets are made of ordinary 
blanketing, others of a fibrous clay like 
comiiositlon or even of close grained 
wood. In general the maierlal used 
for a ship's underclothing of this de- 
scription consists of mlnerul wool. 

UoweviT. the t^rial ship IS more like- 
ly to sutler from the effects of beat 
than from those of cold. There is al- 
ways the danger owing to the newer 
type of inuchlnery employed that tbe 
powder maga/.inea may get too hot 

In tbe latest men-of-war tbe stores 
are surrounded by a thick coating of 
mineral wool. Mineral wool, by the 
way, baa notblnr whatever to do with 
wool, as tt constoia of a maaa of enowy 
threada of a kind of glaea. It to made 
by blowing Jere of high preaaow ateam 
through the fomacea In tha ownnfac- 
ture of Iron and aieel. 

Bnonnoaa qnantltlee of tUa atrange 
variety of wool are need on board for 
tbe porpoeea of nnderelothtag the bulk- 
heada and the meta deUeata portions 
of the ehlp'a body. Thto lavalnable 
sabstanco acta eqaally well aa a pro- 
tector from heat and from cold. It is 
such a rsmarkable nonconductor of 
heat that it la used for covering tbe 
refrlgeratom and the coM storage 
cbambere and tlierefbre the asploelve 
storee. 

In tbe dockysrds all men who are 

employed In packing the mineral wool 
In the epaces on the ships are obliged 
to wear masks. Thla Is to prevent tbe 
sharp needlelike portlcles from being 
inhaled and so causing chest troubles 
of fatol character. 

The ammunition room? themselves 
are kept cool by a refrigerating plant 
In addition to being e'othed In mineral 
wool, the same up[ilying to the aininii- 
nltlon passages. Tbe wool is also 
paclcod between the double l)ulklieads 
which separate the lioller spaces from 
the other portions of the vessel. .Mio 
gether the uses of the nilni'ral wihiI nn 
boanl are extremely ininifrous l'.\cii 
reindeer hair Is to be met with nn 
board in the capacity of a particular 
sort of underclothing. This material 
Is very light— considers biy lighter than 
cork, for instance— and it Is not so sub- 
ject to (lc< iiv For this reason among 
its mnnv uses it is of great value as a 
filling for the Ufa bnoys. — Boston 
Transcript
